for teachers?” 


Answer: “I: feel that the basic 
$2400 annual salary is far too low. 
Teachers are leaders of their respec- 
tive communities, they are expected 
to: take active part in local govern- 
ment, and also set examples of de- 
cent citizenship, at the same time 
they are so underpaid that they have 
to economize to such a degree that 
extra activities are almost prohibi- 
tive. Something should be done soon 
about these present conditions or 
more and more of our good teachers 
will leave the profession through 
sheer necessity. As we all know 
the school children of today will be 
our citizens of the future. It is our 
duty to provide our children with 
an education; it is also our duty to 
provide more funds in order to 
guarantee their education.” 


Question: “What do you feel is 
needed to improve conditions in Cali- 
fornia?” 

Answer: “What we actually need 


is an administration, which would 


promote industry in California, give 
a solution to the water problem, 
have cheap electric power. The 
problem in the past has been that 


in population. We should create fa- | rural areas the farmer does not have 


to work all year around, and if he is 
not working, he has to get money 
from somewhere. He has to get 
work on a public works project and 
there are not enough of them.” 


Question: “What do you think of 
the crime problem?” 

Answer: We should delve deeper 
into psychological reasons for-crime 
so that we can develop a cure. We 
should do more to help the young 
fellow that comes out of prison. He, 
of course, starts out with two 
strikes against him. To get a good 
start he should be turned over to a 
good parole officer, but unfortunately 
there are not enough of them; The 


-lcrime problem is indeed a serious 


one that should have more com- 
petent attention.” 

Question: “What do you think 
about cross-filing ?” 

Answer: “I am opposed to cross- 
filing, because all candidates in Cal- 
ifornia are forced to cross file. The 
only way to get away from cross 
filing is to abolish it. There have 
been several movements to abolish 
cross filing but up to now they have 
failed.”

Have you counted the weeks un- 
til you graduate and get that long 
sought after “Associate of Arts” 
degree? 

Well, there are only a few weeks 
left. And with all these things peo- 
ple call advances, streamliners, au- 
tomobiles, and airplanes, everything 
mc ving so rapidly, and we rush, rush, 
rush from the cradle to the grave, 
this writer thought a reference to a 
cer’ain book, in the library, might 
be of some significance, especially, 
to those of the graduating class. 

The author, Norman Lewis, has 
tabulated questions and answers in 
such a manner we Can, in the priv- 
acy of our own home, take tests, in 
order that, we can see exactly where 
we stand, scholastically. 

You, in all probability, will be 
emazed at the poor showing; how- 
e.er, the purpose of these tests is 
not to find fau't, but to sharpen 
your intellectual curiosity, and 
start you on a program of build- 
ing an intellectual background. 

This book (How To Read Better 
And Faster) is based on Dewey’s 
principle-one learns by doing. The 
author has listed eight books which 
will take from four to eight weeks to 
read, “If these eight books are con- 
scientiously read they can easily be 
the most productive weeks of your 
entire intellectual life. The books 
are: Irving Stone, Lust For Life; 
Fantastic Interim by Henry Mor- 
ton Robinson; Karl Menninger, The 
Human Mind; Hendrik William Van 
Loon, The Arts; Logan Clendening, 
The Human Body; Harlow Shapley, 
Treasury of Science; Mark Van 
Doren, Liberal Education; Lancelot 
Hogben, Mathematics for the Mil- 
lions.

Acquainted 


One of MPC’s interesting stu- 
dents, Tanya Polovtzoff, above, was 
born in Berlin, Germany. Her pres- 
ence in this country and on the 
MPC campus was brought about by 
her marriage to veteran Oleg Po- 
lovtzoff, now an instructor of Rus- 
sian at the Presidio of Monterey. 

Tanya first met Oleg soon after 
the German surrender. At that time 
Oleg was an army sergeant sta- 
tioned in Berlin. They became en- 
gaged during his stay there and it 
wasn’t until three years later that he 
was able to send for Tanya. She 
finally came to America on January 
7, 1949, ending what she termed an 
“eternal waiting period.” 

Tanya entered MPC on the Ist 
day of February, 1950, in order “to 
better her English and to become 
better acquainted with the American 
way of life.’ Tanya’s high grades 
are evidence of her strong desire to 
become an accomplished citizen. 

She says, “After my life in Ger- 
many, and especially my experiences 
during and after the war, I am really 
grateful of the opportunity to be- 
come a Citizen of this wonderful 
country, and be able to enjoy the 
freedom, security and comfort of 
America.

CARE was a small organization 
when it first began operation in 
1946. Since then its membership has 
increased to 27 groups representing
